LONDON, Sept. 28.—Military 
offi­ 
cials today predicted the speedy de­ 
feat of the Germans in Northeastern 
France. 
Strict censorship hid ail tile 
details, but men in high authority in­ 
timated that decisive 
developments 
are leading to the belief that the vic­ 
tory of the allies on the Aisne i* an­ 
ticipated. 
The war office la obviously 
highly optimistic. 
Rumors are current of serious fric­ 
tion between the French and British 
general staffs. 
Naturally no 
official 
information is given out on that sub­ 
ject. British-hidian troops are report­ 
ed as being in action on the Aisne. 
French Make Advances 
“The enemy attacked our lines on 
Sunday night,’’ announced the war of­ 
fice at 6 o’clock Tonight. “The assault 
was mope vltfbfons than at pfty pre-’ 
vious time. 
They were unsuccessful, 
however, and there is practically no 
change in the general war situation. 
Tlie_Uernians have gained no ground, 
while tile French have advanced here 
and -there.’’ 
, 
Vast War Losses 
It ii^stjfnated today that 
the 
al­ 
lies’ losses will approximate those of 
the German figures issued last night, 
when a loss was officially admitted of 
104,589 dead, wounded 
and 
missing. 
Considering 
the 
probable 
Austrian 
losses in both Russian campaigns aud 
in Servia, together with 
the 
terrific 
Russian losses, it 
is 
unofficially as­ 
serted that the total human toll of 
the war to date Is close to hail' a mil­ 
lion killed, wounded and missing. 
Aisne Battle, 15 Days’ Long 
With the battle of the Aisne in the 
fifteenth day, the war office admitted 
that the allies had gained no decisive 
advantage. It Is stated, however, that 
there were evidences of weakening on 
the German right. 
The 
allies 
are 
strongly reinforced and are bringing 
a tremendous 
pressure 
there. 
The 
public has been much excited over the 
report that Mona, Belgium, is burn­ 
ing. 
ibis is un important point to the 
Germans, and the war oiuce had re­ 
ceived no information early today con­ 
cerning the report and so was inclin­ 
ed to doubt It. 
Later the report was denied. 
Cir­ 
cumstantial accounts have been receiv­ 
ed regarding the prevalence of typhoid 
among the German troops. Near Ter- 
monde, Belgium, it was asserted that 
seven uundred Germans had succumb­ 
ed to the disease. Much pneumonia is 
reported among the invaders. 
From Antwerp comes tho 
report 
that the Germans are 
shelling 
tile 
outer defenses of Antwerp today. The 
Antwerp forts aro replying vigorously. 
Tile Germans are using ordinary siege 
guus. 
Summary of Events 
Tho continued forward 
movement

of German troops into Russia by way 
of East Prussia are chiefly significant 
in a summary of the evonts in both 
theaters of war. 
Of the Germau bombs thrown none 
seems to have done extensive dam­ 
age.

Warning against so-called "tree sur­ 
geons” or "tree doctors" is being Is­ 
sued by the Department of Agriculture 
Mauy of these professed professional 
"tree surgeons" often do their tree- 
patients more harm than good, the de 
partmeut declares. 
A careless filling 
of tree cavities aim us*- of climbing 
devices aud pruning hooks, which in­ 
jure barks aud limbs, are charged to 
the novices or unskilled professionals 
in tree surgery. 
"Just as a person who is subject 
to infection through cuts and scratches 
trees are rendered subject to infection 
by having their nark torn," the depart­ 
ment experts declare. 
"Don’t neglect cavities," is a warn­ 
ing of human dentists which applies 
equally well to trees, according to tjie 
department. 
Slight cavities and rotten places, al­ 
so slight Injuries to trunk and limbs, 
should be attended to immediately and 
save trouble 15 or 20 years later, it is 
stated. 
Use of climbing spurs is particularly 
injurious to trees, it is asserted. The 
wounds render trees more liable to 
catch disease “in the air.” 
High lad­ 
ders, ropes aud rubber soled shoes are 
the prime requisites for the tree doc­ 
toring, according to the advice of the 
forestry experts.
